A group of enterprising dog food m anufacturers decided to 
create a more appetising menu to woof-up the sales appeal of their 
product*. Consequently, they re-labelled their products with such 
succulent names as "H orse Meat Loaf” ; "Iriah iiwtae Meat Stew ” ; 
and the ever popular "Horae Meat a la M ode.” 
U nfortunately for the m anufacturers, however, the authorities 
in one state refused to swallow the menu. And a law was enacted 
that specifically prohibited the use of the tasteful names chosen by 
the m anufacturers for the prom otion and sale of dog food. Barking 
their displeasure, the manufacturers attacked the validity of the 
law in court. 
"T he law’s an unfair restraint on trade,” they doggedly argued. 
"W e’ve got a right to make our labels as appealing to our customers 
as possible." 
"W hy?" queried the state’s attorney. ‘‘Dogs can’t read. On the 
other hand, the law protects shoppers from grabbing a can off a 
shelf thinking it’s meat loaf or stew for human consum ption. 
W ithout some protection for the hurried shopper, dinner-time 
would be chow-time, only if you had a chow ."
